“Hundreds of German war pris- 
oners will be employed in Califor. 
nia agriculture this season, many 
of them in the citrus areas,” A. L. 
Chandler, manager of the M. O. D. 
field department, states. 

“Most of them will have had no 
previous experience with citrus 
and no understanding of the prop- 
er methods of handling the fruit.” 

‘The colored motion pictures 
with narrative in German will be 
loaned to packing associations 
and citrus growers. Similar films 

in Spanish and English are also 
available. 








| Ontario Chamber To 
Give Aid on State 
Tax February 23, 24 


Assistance jin preparation of 
state income tax returns will be 
available at Ontario Chamber of 
Commerce February 23 and 24, it 
‘was announced today by the fran- 
chise tax commissioner’s office. 

Single persons whose net income 
was over $2,000 and married cou- 
ples whose combined net income 
was over $3,500 or in either status 
if the gross income was. over 
$5,000 are required to file state 
returns. 

Provisions of the state income 
tax act differ in many respects 
from those of the federal revenue 
act. 

It is pointed out that the above 
dates are the only times when 
assistance will be available in this 
city and taxpayers are urged to 
avail themselves of this service in 
order to justify a representative 
being assigned . here next year. 
This service is offered without 
charze.

the Citrus Pest Control associa- 
tion. The meeting was held in 
the Elementary school auditorium 
with Hugh H. Crawford, president, 
presiding. 

Al Boyce of the citrus experi- 
ment station, Riverside, was the 
principal speaker. For sometime 
the station has been seeking to 
develop a new application for 
control of the thrips and for other 
pests. He gave a progress re- 
port on these experiments. 


Sum of $24,048.50 was refunded 
the members, this money having 
been originally charged the‘mem- 
bers for the season’s operations 
and is the total in excess of actual 
costs, according to Ralph J. Moon, 
manager, 


Total of 8,232 acres were served. 
Of this figure, 2,951 acres of cit- 
rus trees were sprayed, 1,105 acres 
were fumigated ahd 940. acres 
were dusted. 

“Generally speaking, the past 
year was not very favorable for 
red scale,’ Mr. Moon reported. 
“Consequently, there was not the 
rapid build up of this pest that 
some seasons bring us.” 

The labor supply problem was 
described as the most important 
facing the association.

DETAILS OF LINCOLN’S DEATH TOLD 
IN UPLAND WOMAN'S 1865 PAPER 


Assassination of Abraham Lineoln is reported in detail in 


a copy of the New York Ilerald 


of April 15, 1865, a prized pos- 


session of Mrs. Martha B. Garrison, 374 East Ninth street. 


Although Lincoln was killed 


before she was born, Mrs. Gar- 


rison thinks of him as one of her best ‘‘friends’’. 


As a girl in London, Arkansas, 
she used to talk about Lincoln 
with her neighbor, Alex Dixon, 
who saw America’s great Civil 
war president when the latter vis- 
ited a soldiers’ camp. 

Mrs. Garrison had a copy of @ 
Mississippi newspaper reporting 
Linceln’s death and a collection of 
articles relating to his life and 
works, but both have disappeared. 

STORY “IMPORTANT” 

The entire front page of the 
New York paper Mrs. Garrison 
has is given over to reports of 
the president’s assassasination. 

The report is not headlined as 
a@ newspaper of today would han- 
dle such a story. Instead, the 
first column on the left-hand side 
starts with the word, “Important,” 
in 34 point capital letters. 

Then, in small letters, there is 
a two-line statement: ‘“Assasina- 
tion of President Lincoln.” 

Underneath is reported: “Thee 
President Shot in Theater Last 
Evening.” 

The following captions in the 
column are: “Sécretary Steward 
Daggered in His Bed but Not Mor- 
tally Wounded;”. “Clarence and 
Frederick Steward Badly Hurt;” 
‘Escape of the Assassins;” “In- 
tense Excitement in Washington;” 
“Scene at the Death of Mr. Lin- 


coln;” “J, Wilkins Booth, the Ac- 
tor, Alleged Assassin of the Pres- 
ident.” 

Then follows three et cetera 
marks, “&, &, &,’ and an official 
dispatch from Washington signed 
Edwin M. Stanton. 

Inside the four-page newspaper 
are reports of Gen. Grant's terms 
of surrender to Gen. Lee, Gen. 
Sherman’s march through Geor- 
gia, and Washington opinion on 
reconstruction of the south. 

NEIGHBOR MET HIM 

Mrs. Garrison was a friend and 
neighbor at London, Ark., of Mrs. 
R. Cowan, who now resides at Van 
Buren in that state. 

Mrs. Cowan’s father, Alex Dix- 
on, was a private in the 144th 
Kentucky calvary of the Union 
army when President Lincoln vis- 
ited the camp. Mr. Dixon said
